When Are the 


Bands Open? 
By Carl 
Luetzelschwab

The topics covered in 
this column have ranged from “working DX with 
a modest station” to “how to QSL your DX 
QSOs”. Assuming you’ ve made the commitment 
to go after your DXCC award, the logical ques- 
tion to now ask is “when are the bands open?” 


The following three statements answer this ques- 
tion in a very broad sense: 


1) 160m, 80m, 40m, 30m - the entire path must 
be in darkness. 

2) 17m, 15m, 12m, 10m - the entire path must 
be in daylight (or not too far past sunset). 

3) 20m - it’s open to somewhere in the world 
most of the day. 


Of course these statements are modified some- 
what by where we are in a solar cycle and dis- 
turbances to propagation. But in a general sense 
they will serve you well in determining what 
bands are open. 


For more detailed predictions, we can resort to 
one of the many fine software packages designed 
specifically for this purpose. But before jump- 
ing in to one of these, we can also take advan- 
tage of predictions that are already done by Dean 
NO6BV (Senior Assistant Technical Editor) of the 
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ARRL. These “summary” predictions are on the 
floppy disk that was bundled with the 18th Edi- 
tion of the printed ARRL Antenna Book and are 
on the CD-ROM that is bundled with the 19th 
Edition of the printed ARRL Antenna Book. 
Additionally, “detailed” predictions (along with 
the summary predictions) are on the CD-ROM 
version of the ARRL Antenna Book. 


The summary predictions are to seven general 
geographic areas of the world for 80m, 40m, 
20m, 15m, and 10m. The detailed predictions are 
to each of the forty CQ zones, and include 160m. 


The accompanying figure is a sample summary 
prediction from W9 to the seven geographic ar- 
eas of the world for January at a smoothed sun- 
spot number of 78 (that’s about where we are 
now in Cycle 23). The data is in terms of S-units. 


If you’d like the entire set of summary predic- 
tions from W9 for all months and all smoothed 
sunspot numbers, please send me an e-mail at 
k9la@arrl.net. I will send you two files (com- 
pliments of and with permission from the 
ARRL): readme.doc and w9-prop.exe. The 
readme document gives information to better 
understand the predictions and tells what to do 
with the w9-prop.exe file. 


In a future column I'll discuss one of the full- 
blown propagation software packages that allows 
you to do predictions from any QTH in the world 
to any other QTH in the world, including the 
WARC bands. And it’s free, too!

Fort Wayne Radio Club 
Auction 


The annual Fort Wayne Radio Club auction 
will be held again this year on January 17, 
2003. You may bring your items to the auc- 
tion as early as 6:00 PM, and the auction 
will start at 6:30 PM sharp. The auction will 
conclude before 9:00 PM. 


In order to improve the auction experience 
for attendees and club officers, we suggest 
the following rules and procedures: 


1 — Anyone selling or potentially buying 
equipment will be required to sign in and obtain an 
auction participant number. 


2 — In order to encourage items of significant value at 
the auction, the club will limit its 10% fee (paid by the 
seller) to the first $200 of value on each item. Thus, 
any item auctioned for over $200 will have a club fee 
of only $20. 


3 — For auction participants who make large purchases 
and need to pay by personal check, the club will ac- 
cept checks from year 2003 members or year 2002 
members for amounts under $500. Any checks from 
non-members or for values of $500 or over will RE- 
QUIRE a government-issued photo ID (such as a 
driver’s license) issued to the person signing the check. 


4 — We are suggesting that the seller be prepared to 
offer a brief description of their items as the auction- 
eer presents them for auction. 


5 — This year the club will keep track of only the items 
that are successfully auctioned. No advance prepara- 
tion other than identifying the auction items you own 
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is needed. The club tracks the seller ID number, the 
item final auction value, and the buyer ID number. The 
club will use “post-it” notes to mark and record sold 
items for the 2003 auction. This should help control 
the record keeping. Only sold items will be tagged iden- 
tifying the seller and buyer. 


6 — Please be patient with the treasurer when the auc- 
tion is over. We hope this change in record-keeping 
will decrease the check-out time when the auction is 
over. We always suggest you keep track of your pur- 
chases and sales (rather than depending on the club 
records) to eliminate any “What?? Oh My Gosh” fac- 
tor at the end of the auction. We prefer that sellers al- 
low buyers to pay up and make sure all records are 
straight before checking out and leaving the auction. 
Each participant will pay for all items they have pur- 
chased and will be paid for all items they have sold 
less the club 10% fee (up to $20 maximum fee per 
item). 


7 — Absolutely no equipment is to be left behind as 
trash. 


9 — The auction will be over and the room emptied by 
9:00 PM. 


10- Any help offered by auction attendees to keep the 
auction running smoothly will be appreciated by the 
club officers. 


11 — Late arrivals will be accommodated as much as 
possible without disrupting the auction. The plan is to 
have some tables along the right wall closer to the door 
available for late arrivals.

Emerging RFI Issues 


from The ARRL Letter —- ARRL Lab Super- 
visor Ed Hare, W1IRFI, attended a Novem- 
ber 12-14 meeting of the IEEE C63 “RFI” 
committee in Baltimore. Hare’s visit was 
in response to a committee invitation for a 
presentation on the possible impact of Power Line 
Communications (PLC) on Amateur Radio. Hare also 
attended a very high bit-rate digital subscriber line 
(VDSL) standards meeting in Atlanta November 18- 
19. Hare says that both technologies present a poten- 
tial to radiate signals that could raise the noise floor 
on nearby HF receivers by tens of dB. “What ham 
hasn’t looked up at a power line and thought, ‘Now 


yo? 


there’s a heck of a longwire antenna!’” Hare quipped. 
“The problem with PLC is that if a company wants to 
supply Internet service via PLC, it’s going to happen 
at HF, and it will radiate.” Following the presenta- 
tion, the IEEE named Hare chairs its ad hoc working 
group on PLC. VDSL presents somewhat less of a 
challenge than PLC, Hare said, but for overhead tele- 
phone wiring, it’s important that the industry include 
protections for Amateur Radio. Hare said the ARRL 
will continue to work these and other industry groups 
and build on the successes Amateur Radio has had 
recently with the HomePlug group and Home 
Phoneline Network Alliance in reducing interference 
to amateur HF bands. 
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ARRL Providing FCC License 
Renewal, Address Changes, 
Mods To Nonmembers 


from The ARRL Letter — The ARRL has 

announced that it’s now providing FCC 

Amateur Radio license renewals, address 
changes and other license modification services to 
nonmembers. For a $12 fee, the League will renew 
a nonmember’s Amateur Radio ticket (the license 
must be within 90 days of expiration), file an appli- 
cation to change address or name or request issu- 
ance of a new sequential call sign. The ARRL Vol- 
unteer Examiner Coordinator is processing these 
applications. 


“The $12 is in line with our calendar year 2003 exam 
application fee,” said ARRL VEC Manager Bart 
Jahnke, W9JJ. For several years, the ARRL has been 
handling renewals, address and name changes and 
modifications free of charge for members and has 
directed nonmembers to the FCC’s free Internet or 
hard-copy application options or to other providers 
of such services. 


Jahnke suggests that nonmembers who now choose 
to employ the League’s application handling ser- 
vice also consider adding $27 (based on the current 
under-65 full term member rate of $39) for a full 
ARRL membership that includes free application 
handling and other services—not to mention QST. 


Members or nonmembers taking advantage of this 
service should submit NCVEC Form 605 <http:// 
www.arrtl.org/fcc/forms.html> to ARRL VEC, 225 
Main St, Newington CT 06111 USA for process- 
ing. Nonmembers should make the $12 fee payable 
to “ARRL.” For more information, contact ARRL 
VEC, vec @arrl.org.
